Government forces in the result of |: 


the East Middlescx by-election on 
Oct. 2fst. Every effort had been 
put forward by the Conservatives 
to make a good showing. Not 
only did several Cubinet Ministers 
join in the campaign but also a 
number of '+ss public workers of 
the “gum shoe” brigade. On the 
other hand the riding had been 
conceded by the Liberals, and the 
contest had not been made with 
the vigor that marked several by- 
elections. In the fffce of this Mr. 
Glass, the Goverment candidate, 
only secured a majority of 868 as 
against 661 secured by Mr. Elson 
at the last election. With all the 
prestige and other ivfluences of 
the Government behind him he 
fell 298 behind the Conservative 
majority there in 1911 

The Conservatives boasted that 
they had turned over 90 votes in 
Chateangusy. This time there is 
a turn-over against them of 147 in 
response to the Tororito Mail and 
Empire's demaad for.a majority of 
4,000 to support the Borden con- 
tribution plan. Such an answer 
from the heart of Ontario Toryism 
shows that the real Canadian spir- 
it is still alive there.

There are 
five coal mines in operation with- 
in two miles of the town of 
Drumheller—the Newcastle, Drum- 
heller, Midland, Rosedale and 
Rosedeer mines.

Edmonton, Nov, 6.— In accord- 
ance with an amendment of that 
part of the School Grants Ordin- 
ance which deals with the admin- 
istration of grants to schoo! 1i- 
braries, the Hon. J.B. Boyle hes 
devised » nrach improved method 
of stocking school libraries; which 
will prove a great benefit to the 
schools in the provings, ‘but’ more 
particulatly to the rural schools. 
Grante earned by schools for 1li- 
brary purposes have hitherto been 
paid to wach school direct, ond 
within the limits prescribed by the 
Department, each school made its 
own purchase of books. 

Certain disadvantages attached 
to this method of purchase. Trus- 
tees experienced difficulty in ob- 
taining books required, and in 
many cases it was found thet in- 
ferior editions had been stipplied. 
under the scheme proposed by the 
Minister of Education, the De. 
pertment will carry in stock a 
good supply of books listed in the 
authorized catalogue, obtaining 
specially good terms upon quan- 
tities. The books, will then be 
suppiied to school districts at ac- 
tna! cost, thas materially incroas- 


, grant. he ‘addition, difficulties 


‘with customs will be entirely elim- 
inated, and school districts will be 
assured that they have always the 
best editions of all requisite books. 

Th. schoo} library branch of the 
Departwent has been put under 
the care of a competent and ex- 
perienced teacher, and circulars 
are being mailed to each school 
and teacher, asking for full infor- 
mation concerning the present 
state of the library of each school, 
the number, nationality and grade 
of proliciency uf the children, and 
other iuformation calculated to as- 
sist the branch to a fuller under- 
standing of the position in each 
school.

Applicants for free passages 
must not be more than thicty-five 
years of age, must produce their hus- 
bands’ death certificates, and must, 
of course, be healthy and of exem- 
plary character. 

The result of this offer will be that 
a brighter future will present itself to 
Many widows who have hitherto 
struggled against adversity, and it is 
ws eclally intended to help those who 
have thcreby become brave and more 
self-reliant, The successful applicants 
will be requirea fo give a guarantee 
to take up domestic work, probably 
in the Bush, where it is easier to find 
accommodation for a child.

Matthew Arnold pointed. this out 
with all bis power a generation azo, 
and the story Has been since repeated 
by many brililant writers and critics. 
But the Mnglish people are deaf, and 
in hundreds of cases parents prefer to 
send their children to these schools 
even when there are the very best free 
public schools round the corner. Bad 
education seems somehow always to 
consort with ‘‘gentility.’’ 

But noW certain remarkable signs 
are appearing. The boys from the 
eouncil schools; profiting by a tor- 
ough training at the most impression- 
able years, are invading our secon- 
dary schools and universities, and 
compelling the middle classes to look 
the facts in the face. The other day 
ten council school boys appeared as 
wranglers at Cambridge. I am inform- 
ed that in many of the secondary 
schools of the L.C.C. winners of schol- 
arships often rapidly take the lead 
of the middle-class children. 

At the universities the public 
schools still keep an iron hand over 
ths sports, but in matters of educa- 
tion they are often beaten by boys 
from the grammar schools and the 
council schools. It {is clear that a 

eat crisis in education is approach- 
ng. The middle-class parent will 
have to wake up if he and his off- 
apring are to avoid defeat in the 
struggle. A national comparison r - 
veals the same facts. In secondary 
education England is far behind both 
Scotland and Wales. The higher edu- 
cation of land, stimulated by the 
great boon of the Carnegie Trust, is 
moving steadily forward both in the 
schools and in the universities. 

The result is seen by the fact that 
the uphappy English. boy, though 
born of a stock certainly not less gift- 
ed, is too often beaten by the Scots 
boy in the competition for all th:> 
higher offices and posts, Loth of learn- 
img and business. The attitude of the 
middle class in England is, indeed, 
one that exceeds onder. They. pay 
the education rate, but in nine cases 
out of ten they refuse to avail tham- 
selves of it. They actually pay in 
order that their children should re- 
ceive a far worse education than the 
working classes receive without pay- 
ing another penny. 

Exhausted with the expense of pay- 
ing for bad schooling they-often find 
themselves, at the critical moment, 
unable to start their children in -ife. 
Thus they lose the one great financial 
handicap that they have over their 
working-class competitors. Mean- 
while, these parents are too often un- 
necessarily obsessed with the middle- 
class habit of sending their children 
away from home—a habit produced 
by the lack of good secondary eachools 
cvenly distributed throughout the 
country. By senoing their children 
away they lose control over their lives 
and. they sacrifice all influence over 
their characters. 

And then they are surprised to find 
that at the age when life is opening 
to their children they have lost all 
parental contro], and have not even 
obtained any superior educationa] 
value. 


Compulsory Massage Licenses. , 

Steps are to be taken at once }-- 
the London County Council to formu- 
late proposals for inclusion in the’r 
General Powers Bill next year to li- 
cense massage establishments and 
maternity homes. Powers of r° ‘s- 
tr.tion, with the right of inspection, 
may be included In the bill, which 
will he désigned to stamp out s0-call- 
ed masgage, manicure, and electric 
light treatment houses. 

Asked to explain the position, the 
chairman of the public control com- 
mittee of the council, said: ‘“There is 
no ¢ ubt that th» evil is growing, and 
the police have no power to enter the 
houses. It is also almost impossible 
t obtain warrants for tie arrest of 
those who conduct them, because in- 
formant. will not come forward. 

“We shall submit proposals for in- 
clusion im next year’s General Powers 
Bill. The police are giving us every 
facility in our inquiries, and I hope 
we shall obtain power to register such 
establishments, which will involve the 
right of inspection by council off- 
cers. If they are not satisfied the 
places will be struck off the register. 

“There are many places which con- 
duct a perfectly legitimate business, 
and these will welcome registration.”

Ganon Newbolt, preaching in St.

Science has now taken a decided 
hand in this problem, debated and de- 
bateable from the beginning of sen- 
tient existence, in a recent statement 
of the famous Englishman, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, admittedly the best all-round 
scientist in the world at the present 
time. He is president of the British

We are beginning to 
hear now and then strokes from the 
pickaxes of our comrades on the oth- 
er side.”’ 


Sir Oliver Lodge has been a close” 


and skeptical student of psychical 
phenomena for many years, and after 
long and patient observance of the 
famous Italian psychic, Eusapia Pal- 
ladino, was forced to admit that ‘‘any 
person without invincible prejudice, 
who had the same experiences, would 
come to the same broad conclusion, 
namely, that things heretofore held 
impossible do actually occur, .. The 
result of my experience is (to con- 
vince me that certain phenomena con- 
sidered supernatural do belong te 
the order of nature.” 

It is evident that the world ts soon 
to witness the promulgation of anoth- 
er accession to the natural laws which 
govern its place in the untverse, and 
one likely to arouse spirited religious 
and sctlentific discussion. 


To Make Coal Mining Safe. 


One of the simplest of the many 
suggested tests for fire-damp in mines 
is that described by Henry Briggs te 
the Scottish Soctety of Arts. 't !s an 
attachment that may be applied te 
any oil or spirit safety lamp, and cop- 
sists of a loop of copper wire sipport- 
ed on @ brass rod passing through tbe 
oil vessel. To make a test the loop 
is moved into the flame. ‘This be- 
comes instantly non-luminous, but 
if fre-damp is present in the air the 
gas-cap is clearly seen. The test can 
be made in a moment at any time. 
without turning down or putting out 
the light. 

It is claimed that (he percentage of 
fre-damp this method will detect in 
exceedingly small, and the resulis of 
t tals on both laboratory and mine ve 
to show (that this is one of the most 
jensitive, accurate, and expeditious 
means of revealing the presence of 
inflammable gas in mine or other atr.
